Heavy Snows, Frozen Toes 


DUBLIN, N.H. (AP) - The 


1970 Old Farmer's Almanac 
predicts the upcoming winter 
will be "its atrocious, fickle, 
unpredictable self;" but can 
be counted on to leave many 
parts of the United States 
with "heavy snows, blizzards, 
frozen pipes and tees." 


The almanac, on sale today, 


says temperatures will aver- 
age warmer 
than 
normal 


"from coast to coast," but 
"you'll freeze one day—and 
bake the next," according to 
"Abe Weatherwise,' the an- 
cient 
publication's 
weather 


seer. 


Heavy snows in parts of the 


U.S. are predicted for Nov. 


22-26, Dec. 23 - 26, "white 
Christmas, goodie", Jan. 7-9, 
22, and 25-28, Feb. 4-5 and 
20-22, March 13-15 and 21-28, 
and April 2-6. 


The almanac predicts fine 


skiing in the North "as well 
as at times in the streets of 
Fargo, Chicago, Duluth, Buf- 
falo, 
New York, Portland, 


Maine, and Boston." 
• Speaking of Boston, 
the 


176-year-oid almanac missed 
both February blizzards last 
year that dumped 40 inches of 
snow on the city. In all, 78.8 
inches of snow fell on New 
England's largest city. Abe 
predicted 57 inches. 


In northern New England, 


Abe hit five of the seven 
major snowstorms correctly, 
but in the midwest, he fore- 
cast more snow than fell. 


Abe hit all three of the 


major storms in the south last 
winter, and he hit four out of 
five in the Pacific Northwest. 


For ths year, January to 


December, 1970, the Almanac 
predicts normal or above nor- 
mal temperatures throughout 
the U.S., and that it will be 
hot and dry on the 'West 
Coast, in the south, in Penn- 
sylvania and in Massachusetts 
and Rhode Island from May 
on. 


Precipitation is predicted at 


20 per cent below normal in 
Massachusetts, Oregon, Penn- 
sylvania and Georgia. Maine 
and Vermont are the only two 
states where Abe forecasts 
above normal precipitation for 
the year. 


The Old Farmer's Almanac, 


first published In 1792, was 
founded by Robert B. Thomas 
and still carries the wit, 
humor, and somewhat less 
than penetrating verse that 
have entertained r e a d e r s 
since the Almanac stopped 
being strictly a farmers' ca- 
lendar.

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Japan Military Build-Up Supported 


Japanese leaders have been reluctant to 


say much about building up their military 
forces. But the major contender to be the 
next premier of Japan has now spoken out 
on the matter. 


" Takeo Fukuda, currently minister of 


finance and one of the most influential 
members in the cabinet of Premier Eisaku 
Sato, 
said 
in 
a recent 
interview 
in 


Washington that "we have to change our 
policy of national defense completely so 
that the Japanese themselves have the 
Responsibility 
to d e f e n d 
their own 


country." This would be done gradually, he 
inferred, with departing American troops 
now based in Japan — and probably also 
those on Okinawa — replaced by Japanese 
troops. Since Japan's gross national product 
is about $145 billion a year, second highest 
in the world, Mr. Fukuda, said, there is no 
problem on financing the essential military 
expenditures. 


Since the Japanese Constitution was 


adopted in 1947, Japan has rested relatively 
securely under the 
American 
nuclear 


umbrella. The constitution specifies that 
Japanese armed forces have only defensive 
capabilities and renounces war But, deeper 
than that has been the general Japanese 
antagonism toward tne military foUowlng 
its disastrous defeat in World War II, the 
extensive fire bombings of its major cities 
and the devastation 
of Hiroshima and 


Nagasaki by two atomic bombs. To a great 
extent, the people of Japan tried to forget 


that any sort of military fore* ever might 
be needed as protection. 


This attitude has been changing in the 


last few years due to the threat from Chin* 
as well as an usual antagonism toward the 
presence of foreign troops. 


But Mr. Fukuda so far has ruled out the 


development of nuclear weapons. There is 
already a great deal of objection to the 
presence of nuclear weapons on Okinawa as 
the constitution prohibits their presence on 
Japanese 
soil, and technically Okinawa 


belongs to Japan. 


Mr. Fukuda did say that he thought 


Japan should renew the security treaty 
with the United States. But gradually the 
Japanese would take over more responsibi- 
lity for defense within the borders of the 
islands. 


There is bound to be opposition to 


increasing the military budget in Japan 
from 
left 
wing sources. But Japan's 


increasing influence is growing as the 
leading nation in Asia. As Mr. Fukuda's 
emphasizes his nation must do more to 
assist the underdeveloped Asian nations 
and lower its protective tariff rates. There 
is also the American disillusionment with 
far-flung military adventures, particularly 
in the Pacific area because of our experi- 
ence in Vietnam. These factors should 
persuade the Japanese people that they 
must become more self-sufficient in their 
own national defense. 


A True Public Servant Retires 


Wisconsin has proudly held a reputation 


as a "clean" state, as the man on the street 
would put it.

In the early days of the legalization of 


intoxicating liquor and beverages, after the 
repeal of the prohibition laws 36 years ago, 
officials struggled with the problem of 
collecting taxes levied upon those com- 
modities, as some of the bootleggers and 
illegal distillers and brewers continued the 
habits they had acquired during the 
prohibition era.

enforcement in the adulteration of liquor, 
the use of false labels to deceive the

Washington Insight 
Government Lies in Green Beret 
Case Typify Failure in Vietnam 


BY JOSEPH KRAFT 


WASHINGTON - Before the 


case of the Green Berets sinks 
into the forgotten past, there 
is a lesson to be drawn. What 
is important about the case is 
not the casual use of violence, 
which has attracted so much 
attention. 


The important thing is the 


casual willinpcss of govern- 
ment to cover up, to hide the 
truth, to lie. And this attitude 
— far more than all the stuff 
about the military-industrial 
complex and American im- 
perialism — explains why it 


,has been, and remains, so 


very hard for this country to 
extricate itself from Vietnam. 


In its final denouement, the 


Green Berets case emerges as 
a giant whitewash. The deci- 
sion to dismiss charges drew an 
official veil of secrecy over 
what looked like an act of 
premiditated murder effected 
by eight American soldiers 
against a man vaguely sus- 
pected of being an enemy 
agent. 


On the way to that coverup, 


there were lies galore. In an 
effort to conceal what they 
had actually done from Gen. 
Creighton Abrams, the com- 
manding officer in Vietnam, 
the Green Berets at one point 
seern to have elaborated a 
complete cock-and-bull story. 


EVERYONE LIED 


Gen. Abrams and Ambassa- 


dor Ellsworth Bunker did not 
divulge the truth as they 
understood it. Richard Helms, 
the director of the Central 
Intelligence Avency, did — 
privately, but not for the 
record. Stanley Resor, secre- 
tary of the army, actively 
tampered with the truth when 
he said that he had made the 
decision to dismiss charges 
entirely on his own authority.

Between the president and 


the bureaucracy 
come the 


most interesting cases of all — 
the cases of the presidential 
advisers. From Dean Acheson 
through Henry Kissinger, al- 
most all the high-level aides 
have come to know that presi- 


dential purposes were not be- 
ing served by the actions of 
the services and the bureau- 
cracy in Vietnam. 


But almost all high-level 


assistants — and especially 
former Secretary of State 
Dean Rusk — have preferred 
Royalty to the President over 
loyalty to the truth. They have 
shown their mettle in backing 
to the hilt positions they 
doubted rather than in raising 
doubts about the president 
they served. 


The upshot has been decep- 


tion on the grand scale — an 
assertion of constant progress 
in Vietnam. And with that 
claim ceaselessly pressed, it 
has been virtually impossible 
for anybody to turn around, to 
come off it. 


The serious question now is 


whether President Nixon and 
his chief advisers can get the 
country out of the war. They 
are rot party to the mistakes 
of the past; it is not yet 
Nixon's war. But the Nixon 
administration willing to lie so 
casually in the affair of the 
Green Berets have the courage 
to face up to its own short- 
comings?

PERHAPS IMPOSSIBLE 


Partisanship aside, such a

— could suggest a serious 
possible Republican opponent 
for the veteran campaigner 
whose handshaking marathons 
have continued without stop 
for more than two decades. 


"You always look pretty 


good before the opposition 
picks a candidate," Proxmire 
demurred, 
in an interview 


here. "Then they seem to 
settle down and do pretty 
well. 
"But in view of the( troubles 
that the Republicans 'are hav- 
ing — especially over the 
sales lax — things do look 
pretty good," he admitted. 


Danger of Race 


"We'll do pretty ^velI if we 


don't tear ourselves apart in a 
b u t t e r gubernatorial pri- 
mary," said Proxmire. 


That assessment was a can- 


did appraisal of how most 
Democrats. Republicans and

Outagamie County Highway Budget Full of Roadblocks

Highways are made out of 


gravel and asphalt, and con- 
crete. They are covered with 
snow in the winter and gouged 
with potholes in the summer. 


The one you want to drive on 


is detoured for 
reconstruction 


and the rest are jammed with 
traffic. 


To some county board mem- 


bers a county highway depart- 
ment budget is filled with 
roadblocks and hidden potholes 
and attempts to decipher it are 
as hard as the concrete out of 
which the road is built. 


The difficulty is built in by 


state statutes which make the 
county highway department a 
separate enclave with revolving 
funds, seasonal 
funds, fiscal 


year funds and calendar year 
funds. 
' 


To say a highway budget is 


confusing is an oversimplifica- 
tion. 


Typical Example 


Take the proposed 1970 Outa- 


gamie County Highway Depart- 
ment budget for instance. It is 
typical of most county highway 
budgets in the state in its 
composition. 


In the total county budget 


summary which will soon ap- 
pear, a figure of Sl.073,186 is 
shown for proposed highway 
expenditures. On the revenue 
side there is a goose egg. 


In this respect a highway 


department is unique. They only 
show the amount which local 
taxpayers must raise and not 
the total amount which will be 
spent during the year. 


In this case, a figure in the 


neighborhood of $2.5 million is a 
realistic total for highway de- 
payment plans for 1970, How- 


ever, the vagaries of the weath- 
er often determine how much 
work will actually be done. 


None .of the costs are hidden 


— they can be found within the 
department's own budget - 
they just-don't show up in the 
total county budget. 


Actual Costs 
__ 


For instance, administrative 


costs are shown as $57,651. The 
cost actually is $61,151 against 
which $3,500 in state aid is 
applied. 


County trunk highway con- 


: struction is shown as $621,500 in 
both the county budget and the 
department's own budget. How- 
ever, up to $125,000 would have 
to be added to that total with a 
similar amount placed in reve- 
nues to give a true picture. Two 
nlanned construction 
projects 


involved federal aid which is 
projected 
at $125,000. T h i s 


amount is not shown anywhere. 


Bituminous paving is shown 


as'$111,500, a true figure since 
there is no revenue that can be 
applied against the expense. 


However, more than $1 mil- 


lion in work does not appear 
anywhere in the figures includ- 
ed in the county budget since 
the entire cost is offset by 
matching revenues. 


T h i s i n c l u d e s 'general 


maintenance for county trunk 
highways, $337,088; work done 
on state highways, $344.314, and 
work done for townships and 
villages, $479,450. 


Maintenance 


County highway maintenance 


is paid out of funds received 
from the state as the county's 
share of gasoline I axes. State 
hifthwav work and work for 
townships and villages is bil'od 
en the Nsis of materials used 


and an hourly rate for labor and 
the equipment. 


Whenever a piece of highway 


equipment moves, an hourly 
cost is assessed against the 
particular project for the use of 
that equipment. This hourly 
rate includes a 
depreciation 


schedule for the equipment. 


These revenues go into a 


revolving machinery fund for 
the maintenance and purchase 
of new equipment. In a given 
year, the highway department 
will purchase about $200,000 in 
new equipment although their 
budget does not show a capital 
outlay account. 


Files Report 


At the end of each year, the 


highway department 
files 
a 


report with the county board 
showing the status of the revolv- 
ing fund and what their general 
plans arc for purchasing new 


equipment during the coming 
year. 


Also appearing in the highway 


budget is county aid for bridges. 
Presently, this figure is shown 
as $87,816. Under a long-stand- 
ing county policy, the county 
will pay half of the cost for 
bridges built by any community, 
city or town. Thus, the cost 
figure shown is one-half of the 
total cost of the bridges with 
the other half being borne by 
the local unit of government. 


The final expenditure shown is 


for winter maintenance. This 
includes putting up snow fence 
in the fall, spreading of salt and 
sand, snow plowing and taking 
down the snow fence again in 
the spring. 


No Revenue 


In the 1970 budget, the high- 


way department has asked for 
$201,000. However, their own 


budget shows an estimated cost 
of $227,000 and there is no 
offsetting revenue. 


The apparent discrepency is 


the result of the highway de- 
partment operating their winter 
maintenance budget on a Nov. 1 
to Oct. 30 seasonal year instead 
of a calendar year. 


Between Nov. 1 and Dec. 30 


they expect to spend $26.000 on 
winter 
maintenance w h i c h 


leaves $201,000 for next year.
